This is the time of year when nature lovers feel com- 
pelled to speak up for a wasp that can be hard to like. 

The mounds of dirt lining Chicago’s sidewalks 
and driveways are not giant anthills. They are the 
burrows of Eastern cicada killer wasps, which 
emerge each summer to carry out a gruesome re- 
productive cycle. 

The wasps, whose adult females grow as long as 
2 inches, are not dangerous to people. Males might 
try but cannot sting, and females are preoccupied 
with hunting cicadas and will sting only if grabbed. 
Even then, the sting won’t cause harm— though a 
cicada-size portion of your finger may feel numb for 
a bit, said Charles Holliday, a retired biology pro- 
fessor at Lafayette College in Easton, Pa., who has 
studied the insects since 1989. 

Being stung has much more dire results for a cicada. 


The female wasp stings a cicada in the belly to 
paralyze it, then flies up to half a mile clutching 
her much heavier prey before depositing it into an 
underground brood chamber and placing one of 
her eggs under the “armpit” of the immobile in- 
sect, Holliday said. Then she seals the chamber and 
leaves. Female killers build one chamber for each 
egg, laying an average of 66 during a life span of less 
than two months. 

When the grub emerges one or two days later, it 
eats the cicada alive and then cocoons itself before 
emerging as an adult the next summer. 

While unsavory the routine of paralyzing the 
cicada rather than killing it is important because it 
ensures a fresh, instead of rotting, food source for 
the newborn, Holliday said. 

The male’s sole purpose is to mate; it is smaller 
and has a shorter life span than the female.

HANDS OFF! 

Given the Eastern cicada killer wasp’s size and visible burrows, the Chicago Botanic Garden, the Lurie Garden 
in Millennium Park and some neighborhood groups have posted notes asking the squeamish not to kill them. 
Chris Dietrich, insect curator at the Illinois Natural History Survey, said he often gets calls about the “big, mean- 
looking wasps.” His advice is simple: “They’re not dangerous at all — to people.”

The Consumer Price 
Index, which is based on a 
broad basket of consumer goods 
and services, showed prices rose 
0.2 percent in July, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reported 
Thursday 

Simultaneously, work- 
ers’ wages and hours de- 
clined slightly 

Taken together, these 
trends show that real weekly 
earnings, which are adjusted 
for inflation, fell 0.5 percent 
in July and are down 0.1 percent 
from a year ago. 

Where are prices rising? Gasoline 
prices rose 1 percent, clothing prices 
rose 0.6 percent and the cost of shelter 
rose 0.2 percent in July Food prices, 
which are notoriously volatile, rose 0.1 
percent. 

Consumers also faced higher prices on new 
cars, medical care and prescription drugs. 

Compared to a year earlier, the CPI shows 
inflation is up 2 percent, in line with econo- 
mists’ expectations. Stripping out food and 
energy shows “core inflation” is up 1.7 percent. 

A little more inflation could be seen as a sign 
the economy is gaining momentum, but when 
it’s coupled with lower wages, the two trends 
show a recovery that’s still muddling along. 

The Federal Reserve wants a bit more in- 
flation, coupled with more improvement in 
the job market, before it slows its stimulus 
program. 

The central bank generally aims to keep 
core inflation at or around 2 percent a year 
over the long run. But it has said it would be 
willing to tolerate inflation up to 2.5 percent 
in the near term as it aims to stimulate jobs

and bring unemploy- 
ment down. 

The problem is, inflation has been well be- 
low the Fed’s target this year. As of June, the 
central bank’s preferred measure showed core 
inflation was only 1.2 percent. 

James Bullard, president of the St. Louis 
Fed, noted in a speech earlier Thursday that if 
the data seems to show inflation is picking up 
again and could near the 2 percent target, the 
central bank could start reducing its month- 
ly bond-buying program without worrying 
about pushing inflation even lower. If that’s 
not the case, however, the Fed should hold 
off on reducing its stimulus program.

Off of that, are there some products that it 
wouldn’t make sense to make a change as far 
as who’s doing the voiceover? What would 
the impact be if there were surprising inver- 
sions?

Are there other roles that people 
don’t often talk about that need more female 
representation, other than the voiceover 
world? 

Oh, I mean, there are still a handful of 
areas where women, where the statistics 
are unfortunately low for ladies. That said, I 
guess if we’re being topical, then I would say 
the studio film system for female directors. 
There’s very little female directors. I think 
independent filmmakers there’s quite a lot of 
women, but I think that the studio system still 
has {very few}. 

What’s something people don’t appreciate 
about the challenge of directing something 
like “Childrens Hospital”? 

I think everyone thinks we improvise all the 
words and we’re just loosey goosey having a 
good time. But it’s so quick! It’s two days per 
episode, and as you’ve seen if you’ve watched 
“Childrens Hospital,” they’ve gotten progres- 
sively more ambitious. To say the least; we 
now are in Japan for chrissake. At an army 
base. I think our biggest challenge is always 
time.

That truth also applies to “Prince Ava- 
lanche,” the first time in years that writer- 
director David Gordon Green (“George 
Washington,” “Your Highness,” “The Sitter”) 
has delivered a movie with passion, not just a 
weak Hollywood cash-in. Not much happens 
in ‘Avalanche,” with a minimalism somewhat 
similar to (and better utilized in) the work of 
Kelly Reichardt (“Wendy and Lucy” “Meek’s 
Cutoff”). The film takes place in 1988, a year 
after 43,000 acres and 1,600 homes mys- 
teriously burned. Alvin enjoys the quiet of 
abandoned streets and woods.

about loneliness and doesn’t hesitate to 
pleasure himself with his sole colleague/boss 
sleeping a few inches away You gotta do what 
you gotta do, I guess. 

Requiring patience and withholding payoff 
as long as possible, ‘Avalanche” is about how 
people need companionship but often push 
others away when they get it. Adapting the 
Icelandic film “Either Way” Green depicts 
feelings as dangerous but inevitable— Lance’s 
efforts toward sexual satisfaction can’t help 
but run across a girl, and an old friend, who 
generates far more complication than a stan- 
dard one-night stand. 

All the while, the guys figure out how to 
pass the time, separately or together, in the 
ashen territory Hirsch and Rudd are both 
very good and very funny without ever push- 
ing the comedy too hard. Death is so sad, so 
final, and life is so absurd, the movie seems 
to say The film’s full weight ultimately feels 
just out of reach, but for a small story about 
isolation, that mood is fitting.

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Upsetting for the wrong reasons 


Two-hour film too short 
to tackle years of racism 

No matter what you 
think of “Forrest 
Gump,” no one would 
call it an informative 
history lesson. It’s 
slick entertainment— 
and, in the interest 
of full disclosure, one 
of the few films that ever made me cry— but 
detailed and credible it’s not. 

That the condensed history in “Lee 
Daniels’ The Butler” begs comparisons to 
“Gump” is a huge problem, considering 
“Butler” comes from a true story and intends 
to address eight decades of American race 
relations. The film feels like a 12-year-old’s 
C-minus oral presentation on the subject. 

Forest Whitaker plays Cecil Gaines, a 
White House butler who, much like Mr. 
Gump, finds himself on the fringes of numer- 
ous major incidents in American history The 
film is most affecting when documenting

the horror of people 
forced to stand silent 
in the background 
while their nation’s 
elected leaders (such 
as Liev Schreiber 
as Lyndon Johnson 
Whitaker and John Cusack’s 

ridiculous impression 
of Richard Nixon) display blatant racism. 
Scenes of oppression by violent slave owners 
and food- throwing Southern racists are, of 
course, difficult to watch. 

Yet offensively adjusted from the story of 
real-life butler Eugene Allen by first-time fea- 
ture writer Danny Strong, “Lee Daniels’ The 
Butler” actually dramatizes very little. Cecil 
provides voiceover for the entire film but 
almost never enhances our understanding. 
His commentary includes lines like “I didn’t 




know if I was going to get home alive” and 
“I didn’t know that an old man could feel so 
lost.” When long hours at work cause strife 
in his marriage to Gloria (Oprah Winfrey), in 
voiceover Cecil says that he can cut back his 
schedule. So he does. What riveting drama! 

Throughout the film, Cecil’s son Louis 
(David Oyelowo) resents his father’s work 
and becomes involved in the civil rights era. 
He joins the Freedom Riders, works with 
Martin Luther King and becomes a Black 
Panther. But Daniels hops from one moment 
to the next with negligent attention to the 
particulars of history to the point that each 
brief stepping stone makes the story feel 
insensitive, not powerful. 

It’s not easy to turn years and years and 
years of race relations into a two-hour family 
drama. “Lee Daniels’ The Butler” merely 
delivers some of the civil rights movement’s 
greatest hits and emphasizes the landmark 
election of the first black president in a 
vacuum. Yes, that was great and historic, but 
society still has a long way to go. It’s wrong to 
suggest otherwise.

“Kick- Ass 2” co-star 
Jim Carrey recently 
denounced the film 
due to its extreme 
violence. Though 
someone who starred 
in “Mr. Popper’s 
Penguins” and “The Incredible Burt Wonder- 
stone” hardly qualifies as a reliable judge of 
quality Mr. Carrey has a point— not neces- 
sarily about the extent of the violence but 
its tone. Example: Before leading a band of 
vigilantes into a den of evil to brutally attack 
some gangsters, Colonel Stars and Stripes 
(Carrey) says, “Try to have fun; otherwise, 
what’s the point?” 

That’s not to say that real-life, gun-related 
violence means action movies have to disap- 
pear. It means that people should balk at 
films like “Kick- Ass 2” (and last month’s “Red 
2”) that treat carnage with a smirk. Sheesh, 
the movie opens with Mindy/Hit-Girl (Chloe 
Grace Moretz) firing a handgun, and then a 
bigger gun, at Dave/Kick-Ass (Aaron John- 
son) to test his bullet-proof vest. 

When Hit- Girl decides to return to her 
life as 15-year-old non-superhero Mindy and 
fall in with a gang of “Mean Girls” wan- 
nabes, Kick-Ass aligns with Justice Forever, a 
group of powerless vigilantes led by Colonel 
Stars and Stripes and conveniently featur-

ing a lovely, available girl who goes by Night 
Bitch (Lindy Booth). She’s one of roughly 10 
characters called “bitch” throughout the film, 
which can’t decide what the term repre- 
sents— other than demeaning its women and / 
or emasculating its men. This justice league 
(no relation to the Justice League) becomes 
a target for Chris/the Mother{Bleeper} 
(Christopher Mintz-Plasse), formerly known 
as Red Mist and still wanting vengeance after 
Kick-Ass murdered Chris’ father. 

In fact, “Kick-Ass 2” loses sight of the fact 
that when two people seek mutual revenge for 
similar offenses, the notion of good and evil dis- 
appears. Unlike the indifferently acted “Red 2,” 
“Kick-Ass 2” is never boring and works better 
than it should thanks to Johnson and Moretz. 
Yet there’s a big difference between edgy and 
cheap, and it should be clear which side numer- 
ous gay/racist/masturbation jokes land on. 

That’s the tone here: crass and affected, 
preferring to snicker instead of recognize 
that kids wielding guns is a troubling thing 
and amateurs hunting down bad guys has 
moral and physical consequences. To quote 
Adam Scott in “Party Down,” are we having 
fun yet?

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Glimpse of a mastermind 


No, “Jobs” doesn’t 
reach the heights of 
“The Social Net- 
work.” Few movies 
do. 

Yet this biopic de- 
livers a powerful les- 
son via an OK movie: 
that people can change the world if they 
don’t let others stand in their way “Jobs” 
traces Apple founder Steve Jobs’ (Ashton 
Kutcher) life from his college-aged days as 
an ambitious, brilliant dropout to the late- 
’90s era when he returned to the company 
that previously forced him out. At first, the 
casting seems questionable; Kutcher ’s good 
looks don’t exactly scream “socially awk- 
ward computer whiz,” and when Jobs meets 
a cute coed and immediately gets her in bed, 
“Jobs” seems like it could be the surprising 
tale of the studliest nerd of all time. (Note: 

I have no idea how many groupies George 
Lucas has slept with.) 

Whether or not you’ve read any of Walter 
Isaacson’s remarkably dense book on the 
late genius, you can probably guess that 
the rest of “Jobs” isn’t a checklist of sexual 
conquests. From the classroom to his par- 
ents’ garage to the eventual Apple corporate 
headquarters, Jobs proves not only to be a 
man whose mind worked at a remarkably 
high level. He’s also one whose perspective

and innovation came so naturally that he 
felt deep frustration toward anyone not on 
his wavelength. “You’re damn good,” one of 
young Jobs’ bosses tells him. “But you’re an 
asshole.” Paging Mark Zuckerberg, amirite? 

What a disappointment, then, that 
first-time feature writer Matt Whiteley so 
fumbles the complexity of the story. 

“Jobs” contains only glimpses of Jobs’ 
rocky family life, and the film really fails 
where “The Social Network” succeeded in 
chronicling fractured friendships. In the 
Jonah Hill part to Kutcher ’s Brad Pitt, Josh 
Gad (as Apple co-founder Steve Wozniak) 
fails to make an impression as the film 
struggles to showcase Jobs’ determination 
without spiraling into redundancy Fre- 
quently, “Jobs” is a movie that won’t get out 
of its own way 

Still, it’s amazing to think about young 
viewers who may not realize that home 
computers and iPods didn’t just materialize 
on their own. As entertainment with a per- 
fectly competent Kutcher performance and 
big ideas, “Jobs” remains an inspiring bit 
of business about the business that values 
results over pals.

Warning: The docu- 
mentary “The Act 
of Killing” contains 
disturbing footage, 
particularly if you 
just booked a trip to 
Indonesia. 

For the film, direc- 
tor Joshua Oppenheimer tasks several men 
who acted as executioners in 1965— when 
members of the military who overthrew the 
Indonesian government killed more than 
1 million alleged communists in less than a 
year— with cinematically recreating some of 
the murders they perpetrated. Since one of 
them, Anwar Congo, notes that he some- 
times was inspired by brutality he saw in films 
starring Marlon Brando, A 1 Pacino or John 
Wayne, “The Act of Killing” becomes a chill- 
ing example of art imitating life imitating art. 
(The film hardly exists as an examination of 
the social effects of violent media, however.) 

To see a man recalling the mandated 
slaughter of the Chinese (“If I met them, I 
stabbed them,” he says, noting this included 
his girlfriend’s father) or another delighting in 
the rape of 14-year-olds (“I’d say it’s going to 


The Act of Killing 
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be hell for you but heaven on Earth for me”), 

I mean, what can you say? It’s sickening. The 
film absolutely doesn’t glamorize this behav- 
ior, and the matter-of-fact manner with which 
some of these killers and corruption advocates 
speak is staggering. They treat genocide with 
a shrug. Others discuss how they’re able to 
justify their cruel behavior. 

That said, there’s something pretty 
unpleasant about a film that gives voice only 
to the perpetrators, rather than the victims’ 
families. I don’t know much about Indonesia, 
and the strange “The Act of Killing,” which 
at times feels like a stunt, doesn’t provide 
a solid understanding of this world or how 
these men became who they became. Anwar 
speaks of nightmares that plague him, but 
when did he have this shift in perspective? 
Despite the completely different circum- 
stances, it reminds me of a quote from “Quiz 
Show”: “It was the getting away with it part 
that he couldn’t live with.”

Destined to be start- 
ed but not finished 
by Netflix streaming 
subscribers, “Para- 
noia” depicts a cut- 
throat community of 
so-called geniuses and 
then portrays nearly 
everyone as a fool. If this laughable excuse for 
a thriller quickens your pulse, please consult 
your doctor. 

In a world that apparently contains only 
two phone companies, rival executives 
Nicolas Wyatt (Gary Oldman) and Jock 
Goddard (Oldman’s ‘Air Force One” foil 
Harrison Ford) strive to make the smartest 
smartphone at any cost. Blackmailed after 
he charges a $16,000 bar tab to his former 
employer, Wyatt’s recently fired employee, 
Adam (Liam Hemsworth of “The Hunger 
Games”), agrees to infiltrate Eikon, God- 
dard’s company, and find out why his new 
boss claims to be on the “eve of a revolution.” 
Adam also discovers that his recent one-night 
stand (Amber Heard) works as Eikon’s head 
of marketing, a coincidence whose resulting 
underwritten romance provides more oppor- 
tunities for the guy to walk around shirtless. 

As if he wanted to make “Duplicity” but 
couldn’t even do “Limitless,” hack director 
Robert Luketic (“21,” “The Ugly Truth”) deliv- 
ers zero tension and chase scenes that are 
funny instead of intense. Adam doesn’t want

to end up like his dad (Richard Dreyfuss), a 
motivation that’s really driven home by the 
line, “I don’t want to end up like you.” The 
script, adapted from Joseph Finder’s novel, 
also includes pathetic opening and closing 
voiceover and ruthlessness that makes no 
sense. Competitive urgency is one thing, but 
how many times can a desperate company kill 
its only chance of acquiring inside secrets? 

Other unintentional laughs come from 
Adam claiming to be stuck in an entry-level 
role before getting face time with Wyatt 
and an FBI agent purporting to be part of 
its “criminal investigation division.” Mean- 
while, the film pushes female characters to 
the side or to the bedroom and perpetuates a 
technology-based tale of corporate espionage 
that’s at best harmlessly dull and at worst 
moronic. 

It should also be mentioned that “Para- 
noia” co-stars Lucas Till as Adam’s pal and 
former co-worker, meaning that this movie 
features not one but two of Miley Cyrus’ 
on-screen love interests (Hemsworth in “The 
Last Song” and Till in “Hannah Montana: 

The Movie”). I’d comment on her off-screen 
relationship with Hemsworth, but who 
knows or cares what’s up with that right now?

On a recent afternoon Thebe Kgositsile, 19, 
wandered around his sparse central Holly- 
wood apartment lugging a gallon of orange 
juice and thinking about the logo for his fledg- 
ling music imprint 
Tan Cressida. 

A piano melody 
looped from a com- 
puter plugged into 
the keyboard next to 
it. The early stages of 
a beat, its evolution 
would soundtrack 
the rest of the after- 
noon as he built it 
while meeting with his attorney and his man- 
ager and worrying aloud that he was getting 
sick. He’d been coughing all morning, and 
Bonnaroo was less than a week away 

Thebe is best known as Earl Sweatshirt: 
rapper, "YouTube breakout, member of the Los 
Angeles hip-hop collective Odd Future. He is 
the son of a South African poet laureate father 
and a civil rights attorney mother. His man- 
ager helped discover Tupac Shakur. Despite 
Thebe’s age, and whether he likes it or not (he 
doesn’t), his story over the last three years has 
become the stuff of legend in the rap world. 

Bonnaroo was to be the second of two ma- 
jor North American festival performances 
this summer and one of a handful since his 
2012 return from a Samoan juvenile facility 
that spawned both a mythology and a mis- 
guided Internet campaign to “free” him. 

The high-profile Bonnaroo appearance 
(which he later was forced to cancel) meant 
he had only a few days at home to finalize 
the mix, sequencing and presentation of his 
debut major-label album as Earl Sweatshirt— 
“Doris,” which comes out Tuesday on Tan 
Cressida through Sony Music Entertainment. 
A wildly ambitious, verbally dense, linguisti- 
cally and musically explosive album, it cap- 
tures the great distance he’s traveled since 
returning from the South Seas. 

The pressure is on, and he rhymes about it 


throughout “Doris.” In “Burgundy,” he makes 
the drama clear: “I’m afraid I’m gonna blow 
it/When them expectations rising because 
daddy was a poet.” A few lines later he fur- 
ther stresses his life as being “in the midst 
of a tornado/Misfitted, I’m Clark Gable/I’m 
not stable.” 

Just as the 2010 Odd Future video for “Earl” 
and the mixtape from which it was taken were 
exploding and labels started courting at the 
end of his sophomore year, Thebe was kicked 
out of the exclusive New Roads prep school. 
In “Chum,” he cites his descent “from honor 
roll to cracking locks up off them bicycle 
racks” as one reason. 

The result was the trip to Samoa, to a lo- 
cation chosen by Thebe’s mom, said his man- 
ager, Leila Steinberg, because she “wanted 
him to have a habilitation experience that was 
unlike any other, which I think was amazing.” 

His absence, though, prompted members 


of Odd Future and fans to launch a “Free Earl” 
campaign, incorrectly implicating an uptight 
mom standing in the way of destiny Online 
diggers found a photo that confirmed that he 
was in a Samoan juvenile rehabilitation facil- 
ity where he could legally be held until age 21. 

While there, Odd Future’s music gathered 
media attention, positive and negative. Amid 
the punk-suggestive shock, playfulness, a love 
of button-pushing language and sinister, min- 
imal beats, members joked about rape and 
tossed around immature homophobic insults 
while showcasing a keen understanding of so- 
cial media and self-promotion. 

To say Thebe was overwhelmed by the at- 
tention upon returning is an understatement, 
he said, easing into conversational mode while 
trying to sketch out the Tan Cressida logo, the 
piano loop echoing behind him. The pressure 
to dive into the chaos of an Odd Future tour 
was heavy “It was like, get on the stage and 


everybody has these huge expectations. ‘Oh, 
my God, the prodigal son!’ ” 

For “Doris,” Thebe said he pulled many 
all-nighters vibing with rapper Vince Staples, 
worked with Frank Ocean and Tyler on beats, 
and built his own productions under the 
pseudonym randomblackdude. 

“I have a small circle of people I’m com- 
fortable making music with,” he said, adding 
that he’s “a weirdo with the way I write. Me 
and Vince would go to the studio at 5 p.m. and 
we’d stay in there all night till the song was 
done, till 8 a.m. the next morning. Sleep till 4, 
and go to the studio at 5.” Such a schedule will 
no doubt continue. At his apartment while he 
added a beat to accompany the loop that kept 
running, he said his interest extends beyond 
the craft of writing. “I never thought I would 
make a beat, ever, when I was 16. But things 
change instantly without you having any idea 
they’re going to change at all.”
